3rd rnd: SI st in next sc, ch 3, 
dc in next sc, * ch 2, skip 1 sc, dc in 
next 2 sc. Repeat from * around, end- 
ing with ch 2, sl st in 3rd st of ch-3. 
4th rnd: SI st between ch-3 and next 
dc, ch 3, * dc between next 2 dc, ch 3, 
dc in same place as last dc. Repeat 
from * around, ending with dc in same 
place as sl st, ch 3, sl st in 3rd ch of

and 2 sc in each sp across, ending with 
sc in center st of turning chain. Break 
off. Work Heading on other side to 
correspond. 

For Single Size Spread, cut center 
section 31 inches wide (allowing for 
seams), and 108 inches long. For 
Double Size Spread, cut center section 
46 inches wide (allowing for seams), 
and 108 inches long. 


Make a small hem all around edges. 
Sew pineapple insertion strips neatly 
to each of the long edges. To make the 
ruffle, cut material lengthwise into 18- 
inch strips. Sew two narrow ends to- 
gether (this seam is placed at center 
bottom). Make a narrow hem on raw 
edge, using the selvage for bottom. 
Gather to fit and sew along three sides 
of spread.
